Peggy Joyce BAKERS ADMIT 


REIGN 
TOWINSTRIKE 


State to Ask Forty 
Indictments Today 


Forty indictments, charging officials, 
professional sluggers, d members of 
the Bakers and Confectioners’ union 
with conspiracy to boycott, slug, and 
blacklist in an effort to win their strike 
against the master bakers, will be 
asked of the state grand jury this 


morning by Assistant State’s Attorney; | 


James E. McShane. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made last night by Ben Newmark, 
chief investigator for State’s Attorney 
Crowe. He declared the state’s of- 
ficials have received three confessions 
from officials of the union which made 
the voting of true bills against at least 
forty men virtually a certainty. 

These confessions, according to Mr. 
McShane, reveal one of most start- 
ling and cold blooded attempts on the 
part of a labor union to win a strike by 
violent methods ever bared by the 
state’s attorney's office. 


Admit Hiring Sluggers. 

The high lights of the confessions 
made public last night by Mr. Me- 
Shane are: | 

Admission by union officials that 
they had organized a reign of terror 
and hired professional sluggers to beat 
up non-union men in the bakers’ shops. 
Bombs and revolvers were also used. 

Admission that Henry Pfab, a union 
man, killed while resisting arrest last 
week, was one of the men delegated 
by the union to hire sluggers. 

Admission that a strike committee 
of twenty-five members, although re- 
fusing to go on record officially as 
in favor of violence, verbally instructed 
the business agents and officials to em- 
ploy every means in their power to 
keep nonunion men out and to force 
grocers to buy only union bread. Fi- 
nancial and moral support was prom-. 
ised. 

Admission that odor bombs specially 
designed to destroy bread, both while 
being baked and while in process of 
transportation to grocers, were widely 
used. Thousands of dollars’ worth: of 
bread was destroyed. 


Raid Brings Confession. 


The confessions were obtained yes- 
terday after detectives from the 
state’s attorney’s office had raided the 
union headquarters at 218-20 West 
Oak street and seized the books and 
records of the union. Forty men found 
in the headquarters were taken to the 
Criminal court building by Sergeants 
Kelly, O'Brien, Hass and Bernacki, 
who made the raids. 

Scores of other union men were 
seized during the evening by roving 
groups of detectives and hurried to 
the state’s attorney’s office, where they 
were questioned. Among these were 
sixteen men who will be held pending 
grand jury action. 

The name of only one man who con- 
fessed was revealed. This was Martin 
Kett, an admitted slugger for the 
union, who was booked at the East 
Chicago avenue station on a charge 
of assault to commit murder in con- 
néction with the slugging of Albert 
Diebold, a non-union baker who was 
attacked last Tuesday. 

The Reign of Terror. 

On May 30 the agreement between 
the Bakers and Conf@ctioners’ union 
No, 2 and the Master Bakers, an or- 
ganization of the biggest bakers in Chi- 
cago, was terminated by the latter. 
The union was told no new agreement 
would be made unless the workers ac- 
cepted a 20 per cent wage reduction. 
‘This the union refused to do. Fora 
week the union, composed of about 
2,600 ‘men, tried to win the strike by 
legal means. Then at a meeting of the 
strike committee more violent methods 
were urged and a period of terrorism 
was begun against dealers in bread, 
drivers of non-union wagons and non- 
union bakers. Windows were broken, 
grocers were boycotted, non-union men 
were slugged and odor bombs thrown. 

Attorney Hope Thompson, represent- 
ing the union, appeared at the state’s 
attorney’s office in an attempt to have 
several of the men in custody re- 
leased. He declared that all the trou- 
bles could be laid at the doors of 
the master makers. He charged they

Peace in Kattowitz. 

KATTOWITZ, Upper Silesia, Aug. 
17.—({By the Associated Press.]—Co- 
| operation in the interest of their “‘ com- 
mon motherland” was pledged in an 
agreement signed here today by repre- 
sentative German ind:strial and polit- 
ical leaders and labor representatives 
from all Polish parties in Silesia. 

Both the interallied commission in 
Silesia and the Berlin government are 
said to have known that today’s con- 
ference was contemplated, but no at- 
tempt at interference was made. Im- 
mediately after the meeting Johannes 
Lukachek, one of the most powerful 
German leaders in Silesia, went to Op- 
peln, where he reported to Gen. Hen- 
niker, the British commander, at a spe- 
cially arranged meeting. 

During the conference between the 
Germans and Poles a discussion was 
held which aimed at a reconciliation 
which would protect either side against 
loss of their interests if Silesia should 
be awarded to Germany or to Poland. 

End of Hours’ Debate. 

The agreement was reached at the 
end of a secret conference lasting 
twelve hours. 

Belief is expressed that the confer- 
ence may result in a joint appeal by 
Germans and Poles to the league of 
nations for a prompt settlement of the 
Silesian question. It is also stated that 
if such a request is made the petition- 
ers probably will ask for an undivided 
Silesia, all for Poland or all for Ger- 


TREATY 


De Valera Says Erin 
Must Be Free.

DUBLIN, Aug. 17.—I am able to out- 
line the peaceful method which may be 
suggested to satisfy the Irish principle 
of independence and which good judges 
of both Irish and English opinion think 
may succeed. It is based on the fact _ 
that England already has recognized 
informally, but no less effectively, the 
existence of the Irish republic. Al 
correspondence with Prime Minister 
Lloyd George has been conducted by 
Mr. de Valera as president of the Irish 
republic on letterheads of the “ Free 
State of Ireland.” 

Mr. Lloyd George by receiving and 
answering these letters is considered 
to have accepted this fact. 


Dail Meeting’ Openly. 

The republican parliament is meet- 
ing openly in Dublin, guarded by the 
republican policé and the British police 
as well, Republican officials commu- 1 
nicate daily with Dublin Castle, seat | 
of the British government for Ireland, 
and republican liaison officers daily 
meet officers of equal rank in the 
British army. 

On this basis England already has 
recognized Ireland’s freedom: 

Mr. de Valera has said if Ireland 
is set free it is willing to make a 
treaty as an equal, granting England 
all military and naval privileges it 
thinks necessary for its safety, and it 
would be possible for the Dail, in- 
stead of accepting the British pro- 
posals, to offer the same terms to 
Great Britain by a treaty, coming free- 
ly into the British commonwealth of 
nations and binding itself by a solemn 
treaty to remain as an equal ner 
in the empire. 

_ One other qualification may be neces- 
sary. Mr. Lloyd George has adopted 
Gen. Smuts’ suggestion for a guarantee 
of Ireland’s status by the domonions. 
Many Irish would prefer a foreign 
guarantee, preferably American. That 
England so far has rejected, but it is 
thought might be persuaded to agree 
for the sake of peace and friendship.

APPEAL TO ULSTER 


DUBLIN, Aug. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The Dail Eireann will 
go into secret session tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the British government’s pro- 
posals for peace with the reiterated 
words of Eamon de Valera still fresh 
in the minds of its members: “The 
Dail Eireann cannot and will not on 
behalf of Ireland accept the terms of- 
fered.” 

At the second session of the garlia- | 
ment, held today in the Mansion house, ii 
Mr. de Valera again dealt with the 
British offer. Again he insisted that 
nothing less than independence for 
Ireland was in the minds of the Irish _ 
leaders. He stressed his viewpoint that 
the status of a Dominion government 
had not been made to ireland. 

The statement that such a govern- 
ment had been offered contained two © 
falsehoods. There was no Ireland men- 
tioned in the terms, only two broken 
pieces of Ireland. Dominions had the 
right to secede, but the Irish republic 
must stay within the empire whether 
it desired to do so or not, he said. 

Offer to Ulster. 

During his address Mr. de Valera 
“held out the olive branch to Ulster by 
declaring that in entering with nego- 
tiations for a settlement of the contro- 
versy northern Ireland need not give 
up its own point of view. He said he 
would be willing to suggest that the 
Irish people give up a good deal in 
order that Ireland might be able to 
view the future without anticipating 
distracting internal problems.” 

Mr. de Valera declared again that 
the claims of the minority in Ireland. 
as' represented by the Ulsterites, were 
wrong, but added that he for one would 
be ready to go a long way to give in 
to Ulster “if we could get them to 
come with us and consider tne interest 
cf their own country and not be ally- 
ing themselves with foreigners.” 

Everywhere these words of Mr. de 
Valera with regard to Ulster were re- 
ceived as an indication that events 
were transpiring behind the scenes 
having as their purpose the bringing 
of Sir James Craig, the Ulster pre- 
mier, into touch with the Sinn Fe'n

‘LONDON, Aug. 18.—[By Associated 
Press.}—A majority of the.

Reducing Alone.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—(Spe- 


ling, Senator Lodge, Republican leader, 
outlined to the senate today 
of the principles which will guide him 
as one of the American representa- 
tives in the coming conference of the 
world powers.

How Debate Started. \" 

The debate began when Senator. 
Lodge, opposing passage of the $100,- 
000,000 good roads bill on the ground 
of economy, declared that army and 
navy appropriations had been: reduced 
below the level of prudence. 

“We have cut down with great se- 
verity the appropriations for the army 
and navy, which I regard as abso- 
lutely necessary expenditures for any 
government which means to protect 
itself against dangers which may come 
to any nation,” said Senator Lodge. 
“We have cut the army below a point 
which seems to me safe. We have 
cut the navy down to such a point 
that work on necessary ships, such as 
battle cruisers and airplane carriers, 
has been either stopped or slackened. 
This is exactly like a man who econ- 
omizes by giving up his insurance 
whether on his house or on his life. 

Re@uctions Carried Too Far. 

“I think these reductions of our 
and navy have been carried too 
far already, but to cut down the naval 
appropriations $100,000,000\below what 
is needed to complete in a reasonable 
time our building program, and give 
us such a navy as we should possess 
under present conditions, is an econ- 
omy of the most dangerous kind. 

“When we make such reductions as 
these and such reductions for the army 
as we have made, it is: wholly indefen- 
sible to take all we have saved on the 
navy and spend it for good roads, 
which are instruments of prosperity 
and convenience but which are not an

WAR OR PEACE FOR 
| IRELAND. 


Ireland and Great Britain may avoid an under- 
standing in the present negotiations, but they can- 
not avoid the consequences of a failure. It is peace 
or war, and the United States considers with some- 
thing like dismay the alternative of war. 

We can divorce ourselves, for the present at 
least, from the consequences of decisions with re- 
gard to Silesia, with regard to Greece and Turkey, ’ 
with regard to Poland and Lithuania, etc., but we 
must admit that we cannot get away from the con- 
sequences of what the British do to the Irish. The 
consequences are felt in our domestic politics and 
foreign policies and we are participants in results, 
unwillingly and ineffectively. 

It is a warranted fear that if the British and 
Irish do not now agree upon the terms of Irish 
government there will be war. Lloyd George has 
succeeded, we believe, in uniting the British behind 
him. There may be some Englishmen who would 
permit Irgjand to separate from the empire and 
become an independent republic with no ties to 
Great Britain other than treaty obligations volun- 
tarily and reciprocally assumed by each country, 
but there are not many. There were many who 


_ thought the British government was illibera] in its 


offers to Ireland and others who thought that Great 
Britain had been unjust. 

Liberal Englishmen were not satisfied with Lloyd 
George and joined Irishmen in opposing the gov- 
ernment’s jpolicy. They must now be reconciled 
by the government's proposal of dominion rule, 
which gives the Irish contro! of their finances, their 
posts, their internal government, their army, and 
almost everything except the imponderables of 
absolute liberty. | 

.It will seem to Englishmen that .. Irish ques- 
tion has been met pragmatically and that now it 
is a doctrinaire struggle which remains. The Brit- 


_ ish will believe that a sincere effort has been made 


to right Irish wrongs. This may free the govern- 
ment’s hands. The government may say that the 
last possible effort at peace has failed and that 
from now on it i@war in a real sense.

OF WARD KILLING 


SPIRITED AWAY 


Two persons upon whom the police 
relied to identify the slayers of John 


Sinacola, who was shot down in front 


of his home at 725 South Loomis street 
last Sunday, were spirited away yes- 
terday by Nineteenth ward feudists. 
One of them, John Recupido, who is 
believed to hold the key to several of 
the thirteen political assassinations in 
the ward, was kidnaped early in the 
morning by three mien from a ward in 
the county hospital where he was re- 
cuperating from gunshot wounds. 
Recupido was living at 1416 West 
Washington boulevard when, on the 
night of Aug. 8, he was summoned to 


| the home of Paul Benivegna at 1519 
Flournoy street. A rooming house at 
the latter address is conducted by 
Mrs. Mary A. Peterson. 


Shot for “Squealing.” 


According to the police, Benivegna 

accused Recupido of furnishing the 
police with information concerning 
several of the ward murders. Recu- 
pido denied thaving “squealed” but 
Benivegna is said to have drawn a re- 
volver and fired several shots at him. 
Recupido fell to the floor and Beni- 
vegna, believing him dead, fled. 
- Recupido was rushed to the county 
hospital in a serious condition. He 
promised the police that as soon as 
he was strong enough he would “ tell 
all he knew about the Nineteenth ward 
murders.” 

On Tuesday the police “picked ° up 
Benivegna at Morgan and, Harrison 
streets. Yesterday Capt. Kelliher of 
the Maxwell street station» sent two 
detectives to the hospital to see if 
Recupido was strong enough to iden- 
tify him as his assailant. They found 
the bed empty. An attendant said three 
roughly dressed men arrived at the 
institution early in the morning in an

PREDICTS REVOLT} 


OF CONGRESSMEN 


ON FARM BILL 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Revolt against Republican lead- 
ers in the house was predicted by Rep- 
resentative Edward J. King of ‘Gales- 
burg, Ill., today. He denounced a sec- 
tion of the bill giving the war finance 
corporation authority to loan $1,000,- 
000,000 on export produce of the farms. 

“One hundred and fifty members, 
both Republicans and Democrats, are 
ready to rise up and join hands to 
overthrow the bosses unless they 
mend their ways,” King declared. He 
added that the bill’s benefits to the 
farmers would be negligible coimpared 
with those conferred on persons Who 
speculate in farm products. 

“Let it be understood that no in- 
dividual farmer can get a single doliar 


under this bill, if it becomes a law,” | 
he said.- King asserted the senate had 


substituted the present bill for that 
introduced by Norris. That, we said, 
“ contained peel relief.”

JOHN S. FIELD, — 
ICE AND COAL 
OFFICIAL, DEAD 


Was Consumers Com- 
pany Board Head. 


John S. Field, chairman of the board 
| of directors of the Consumers company, 
'ploneer in the ice business in Chicago 
and a member of the boards of direc- 
tors of several railroads, died early yese 
terday at his home, 1245 Astor street. 
Mr. Field celebrated his seventy-fourth 
birthday last Sunday. 

He was born in Beloit, Wis., Aug. 14, 
1847, and was educated in the public 


schools there. He entered the ice busi- 
ness in Chicago in 1847 in the employ 
of W. H. Swett & Co., and when that 
business was disposed of to Shedd Bros. 
& Co. in 1879 became a partner in the 
new firm. 

Heads Big Ice Company. 

In 1885 Shedd Bros. & Co. organized 
the Knickerbocker Ice company, Mr. 
Field becoming vice president and gen- 
eral manager. In 1898 when that com- 


panies he was elected president. The 
Knickerbocker Ice company was con- 
solidated with the City Fuel company, 
the largest coal company in the city, 
in 1913. and the new company was 
called the Consumer@ company. Mr. 
Field served as chairman of the board 
of directors from the time of the con- 
solidation until his death. 


Funeral Tomorrow.

HILE in Los Angeles recently, 
Jack Dempsey met Mr. Jef- 
fries, father of Jim Jeffries, 
the former champion. Jim 
Jeffries’ father, who has passed away 
since Jack’s visit. was a man of 83, had 
been a great traveler, and was noted 
as a preacher. : 

Jack fidgeted around in his chair fot 
a few minutes while Mr. Jeffries looked 
him over and decided that he was a 
picture of Jim when Jim was cham- 
pion. Dempsey had something on his 
mind. Finally he burst out with it. 

“Mr. Jeffries,” he asked, “do you 
think it’s wrong for a fellow to be a 
fighter? ” 

“I do not,” said Jim's father. The 
world is full of hypocrites and liars in 
high places, and in my opinion a good, 
honest fighter is a better man than 
any of them. Keep your heart clean 
and it doesn’t make any difference 
whether you fight or do something 
else, 

“T lived in a rough country and 1 
used to fight a little myself,’’ said Mr. 
Jeffries. “ When I was 40 years old I 
had my last drink of liquor and my 
last tobacco and my last fight. I fought 
with my best friend and gave him such 
a licking they took him to the hos- 
pital, and I went around there to see 
him and’ shake hands with him.” 

“What do you think of that?” ejacu- 
lated Dempsey. ‘“ That’s the way it 
goes. I always like the fellows that 
give me a good fight, and I guess if 
some guy comes along and gives me a 
licking I’m going to have such respect 
for him that I'll want to be friends 
with him for the rest of my life.”

Dempsey gave a dinner to a party of 
friends. The champion sat at a large 
table. Ata small table nearby one of

the guests pulled out a large flask and, 
after calling for glasses and ice, began 
to pour out drinks of some amber col- 
ored fluid. He offered to pass the flask 
over to Jack’s table. Jack shook his 
head, whispered to Teddy Hayes, and 
Hayes drifted around to the other 
table. The flask disappeared. Demp- 
sey was nervous all through the din- 
ner. When he left he heaved a sigh 
and said: ae 

“Gee, I’m glad to be out of here. 
They oughtn’t to pull anything like 
that at my party. I could imagine 
headlines in all the papers: 


“ Dempsey arrested for violating the 
prohibition laws!” And I never take a 
drink. 

“It’s tough to be the universal goat.”

Render ‘Martha’ in 
Charming Manner

HEY are around to the point of 

doing the comedies of opera at 

Ravinia now, and they do them 

quite as well as the melodramas 
and tragedies that have made up the 
majority of the bills heretofore. It was 
** Martha ” last night. 

Among other queer conventions of 
opera is one to the effect that when the 
stage is cluttered up with corpses the 
result is more inspiring and lofty—the 
more corpses, the greater the edifica- 
tion. It is not true, really, but most 
people would seem to bélieve that it is. 
There is not a sign of dagger, poison, or 
wasting illness in “ Martha,” nothing 
more serious than’ a mild case of love- 
sickness, and it is altogether charm- 

At that, it is not such an easy 
work to present. Those nice tunes in 
their long succession sound fresh and 
spontaneous only when they are done 
by expert singers well enough versed 
in their art to conceal its artificiality. 

So when Florence Macbeth appeared 
alias 
Martha—aAlice Gentle was the Nancy; 
Charles Hackett was Lionel; and Louis 
was Plunkett—there was rea- 


tations were realized. Miss Macbeth 
in particular knows the trick of sim- 
plicity—instead of choking “ The Last, 
Rose of Summer” in frills and furbe, 
lows, she merely sang it directly and 
daintily, and great was the pounding 
of palms thereat.

SUPPORT 
MEMORY TREES 


Plan Indorsed by Officials 


and Editors. 


BY LEOLA ALLARD. 

The idea of memory trees for sol- 
diers, planted along the nation’s high- 
ways, each tree bearing the name of a 
man whose services figured in the 
greatest of all wars, has met with in- 
stant approval in Michigan. Every 
city I. have visited has announced its 
‘approval, through its editors or city 
officials, and the state officers, already 
far advanced in their ideas of tree pro- 
tection and tree planting, have offered 


every possible help. 

Michigan has made one attempt, and 
it will not be the last, to deal with the 
conflict of roadside trees and telegraph 
and telephone poles. 

“I only wish,” said Charles F. Boeh- 
ler, engineer of the state’s highway 
department, “that it were possible to 
get another right of way for these 
telegraph poles. 

Wants Dual Right of Way. 


“We all realize the necessity of wires, 
but it seems perfectly plausible to put 
these poles along the railroad tracks 
and to give the wire companies ‘the 
right to condemn a ten foot strip of 
land on which to erect these poles, if 
buying is not possible. Something will 
have to be done eventually to protect 
both the wires and the trees. 

Grand Rapids’ sets the example by 
which other Michigan cities are profit- 
ing. A. W. Stace, editor of the Grand 
Rapids Press, told me of the city’s tree 
laws. The beautiful specimens grow- 
ing in front of a man's property, on 
the strip of ground between the pave- 
ment and the sidewalk, must be tended 
by the owner, but he is not allowed to 
cut them down or mutilate them in 
any way, and the city furnishes tree 
doctors to make them healthy and 
beautiful. 

No Undesirable Tree Citizens. 


“And you can’t, in Grand Rapids,” 
he told me, “plant any undesirable 
tree. All popl&rs are taboo, and if you 
plant any tree, you must get a permit 
from the city. 

Roy Lawrence, editor of the Journal. 
Flint; Mich., said his city was follow- 
ing the plan of Grand Rapids in car- 
ing for trees and making laws for their 
planting and protection. He knew his 
city would join the others in Michi- 
gan in making the state’s memory 
roads. 

Flint has trees that are.a reason for 
and so has Jackson, Mich.; 
where G. W. Scotford, editor of the 
Jackson City Patriot, told me he had 
plead for trees editorially on many oc- 
casions. 


Detroit Backs Movement. 


Howell, Mich., has now passed an 
ordinance that all poplars shall be cut 
down. Roy W. Caverly, editor of the 
Livingston Republican, said he would 
Start an organization in Howel) to join 
in memory tree planting. Detroit 
Michigan’s biggest and livest city, has 
@ county road commission interested 
in planting trees along the roadside, 


and the work is being done with much 


care. Phil J. Reid, editor of the Free 
Press, was not only interested in the 
plan, but promised to do his share in 
getting Detroit to plant its full num. 
ber of soldier trees, in record time.
